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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to Amendment filed 04/27/2007 to the application filed on 
04/23/2001. 

Claims 1-9, 12-48, and 53-73 are presented for examination. Claims 1, 8, 28, 53, 58, 72 
and 73 are independent claims. 

Please note that examiner formerly in charge of examining this application, Gautam Sain, 
is no longer employed at the USPTO. Now Maikhanh Nguyen is in charge of examining 
this application. Please update future correspondence accordingly. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7,63, 64, 72, and 73, drawn to computer-to-computer direct memory 
accessing, classified in class 709, subclass 212; 

II. Claims 8, 9, 12-48, and 55-56, drawn to manipulating data structure, classified in 
class 707, subclass 101; 

III. Claims 53-57, 67-69, and 71, drawn to presentation processing of document,

The invalid version of the document will not necessarily be 
deleted immediately at the time of regeneration, inasmuch as that document may
